Union Bank, and Trust Company, 
who was killed by a bomb explosion 
in the garden of her Oakland home. 
While refusing to discuss the lat- 
est turn in the investigation, Chief of 
Police Henry Nedderman of Oak!and 
said again tod:iv that he expected an 
important arrest shortly. 
The northern trip of che govern- 
‘ment agents is veiled in considerable 
mystery. Their exact destination has 
been kept sceret. 
They left last Tuesday night and.

Pah FRANCISCO, March see 
Army officers with whom Miss Inez 
Elizabeth Reed, the murdered army 
nurse, was acquainted, are to be in- 
terviewed by the police in an effort 
to obtain new clues that may J<ad 
to uncovering the identiy of the 
man responsible for her betrayal and 
the person or y;ersons who perform- 
ed the illegal operation resp insible 
for her death. 

A list of army officers acquainted 
with the dead nurse has been fur- 
nished to Captain of Police John J. 
O'Meara: by the military authorities. 
It is hoped by detectives that the 
questioning of these officers may re- 
veal the name of th officr in whose 
¢ompany Miss Reed was often seen. 

While she was stationed at Let- 
terman Hospital from April to Oc- 
tober of last year, Miss Reed dined 
frequently at an Eddy street cafe 
with an army officer, say detectives. 
Although a number of photographs 
of army officers have been shown 
to attaches of the place, they have 
been unable to identify any as Miss 
Reed’s companion.

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ABOUT FOREIGN TRADE 


The financial writer of the San 
Francisco Call wrote an article 
the other day that explains very 
clearly what is meant by foreign 
trade, and how it is handled by 
Great Britain, and other nations 
so that it brings unqualified suc- 
cess to both the shipping inter- 
ests and the people of the nation. 
Trading abroad is pretty much 
the same as the people of the 
home town patronizing one an- 
other, and in order to meet with 
success, a feeling of cordiality 
and reciprocity must be_ estab- 
lished between all parties to the 
transaction. 

As an example, you cannot hope 
to accomplish much by an export 
trade entirely. Ships sent out 
laden must come back laden, else 
freight rates will mount too high 
and the home merchant will not 
be able to compete with the mer. 
chants of other nations. If you 
sell goods to a merchant in 
France, say, you must buy some- 
thing of him to bring back in 
your ship, else you will pay. the 
cost of the ship coming home 
without cargo. This writer de, 
clares that the daily value of our 
daily exports exceed the daily 
value of our imports by $14,000,- 
000. Just at this time, when 
yards of perfectly good white 
paper are being used up, clam- 
oring for more exports, it is sea- 
sonable to examine the situation. 

There is nothing about which 
the average business man has such 
hazy or false notions as foreign 
trade. The vast majority of man 
ufacturers consider only the ques 
tion of selling their goods. The 
larger our exports the larger_our 
prosperity is their view. Big ex- 
ports should be our aim, but not 
unless we have big imports also. 
There must be two sides to trade 
One cannot continue and prosper 
without the other. Imports, con- 
siderable imports, are more nec- 
essary today than ever before in 
our history, or we may destroy a 
most promising field of develop- 
ment by impoverishing our cus 
tomers and making it impossible 
for them to pay. 

Just consider a moment what 
the present situation purtends. 
A: favorable trade balance of $14,- 
000,000 a day means $5,110,000,- 
000 a year. If that continues five 
years, it would amount to more 
than the wealth of France, if you 
deduct the national debt of that 
republic from the estimated na- 
tional wealth. It would more than 
double the wealth of Italy, if you 
deduct that kingdom’s war debt 
from its national wealth. 

Unless a vessel has cargo both 
ways the cost of carriage one way 
will be as much, or nearly as 
much, as for carrying freight one 
way and returning light. 

Where there is a great excess 
of imports over exports the rates 
of. exchange—that is, the most of 
money to pay the bills in the 
country from which the goods 
come—soars and the buyer has to 
pay much in excess of the in- 
vdiced. price of the articles he 
purchased.

TO LET BANKS 
TAKE V. LOAN 


By M. 8. Wildman, Head of the 
Department of Economics and 
Political Science at Stanford 
University, California. 


Just about two years ago we began 
to make war and stopped making a 
lot of other things or made these 
other things only in limited supply. 
Railway construction came to a dead 
stop. Equipment was worn out faster 
than it was replaced. All over the 
country building operations were sus 
pended. In the North Atlantic state: 
alone the ‘deficiency in building is 
estimated by the Department of Labor 
to exceed $500,000,000. If the situation 
all over the country is comparable to 
this, the accumulated need for con- 
struction ngw exceeds two billion dol- 
lars. Through a wide range of manu- 
factures from automobiles to chewing 
gum curtailment was the order of the 
day until now we face a deficiency 
in numberless commodities of custom. 
ary use. 

The emergency which led to curtail- 
ment is happily past. The interest 
of all classes of people requires the 
quickest possible resumption of normal 
activity. Consumers want the goods, 
returning soldiers need the employ- 
ment. The heavy war taxes call 
for correspondingly large production, 
while European reconstruction will 
open the way for exports. 

This resumption of enterprise, if we 
embark upon it as we should, will 
require bank loans on a tremendous 
scale. The high wages and high cost 
of materials will necessitate advances 
proportionately greater than in the 
past. To be available for this purpose, 
the funds of the banks must not be 
‘absorbed by government requirements. 


The necessity for a wide public partici- ! 


pation in the Victory Liberty loan is 
even greater than it was in the case 
of earlier loans when curtailment of 
Industry diminished the needs of pri- 
vate business. 

If the banks are compelled to carry 
the government, they cannot at the 
same time carry their customers. For 
every billfon dollars worth of bonds 
left on the hands of the banks there 
will be just a billion léss for the re 
vival of industry and the employment 
of labor. 

It 1- to the personal interest of every 
man and woman in America to gub- 
scribe to the Victory Liberty loan out 
of his or her savings.
